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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1968  . 

The  Rural  District  of  Bellingham  is  very  large  and  thinly 
populated,  and  its  charm  and  beauty  are  little  known  or 
exploited.  Increasing  numbers  of  motorists  pass  through  it, 
but  not  many  leave  the  main  roads  and  there  is  no  large 
tourist  industry.  Conditions  change  only  very  slowly,  but  hill 
farming  has  given  way  in  part  to  forestry,  and  the  planting  of 
large  forests  and  the  building  of  forestry  villages  have  altered 
the  economy  appreciably.  It  was  earlier  hoped  that  the  timber 
produced  would  be  processed  locally,  but  it  is  taken  else- 
where and  no  ancillary  industry  has  developed.  A new 
possibility  is  the  building  of  a reservoir  to  impound  the  North 
Tyne  at  Falstone,  a project  that  may  not  be  in  the  interest 
of  the  area  and  which  is  viewed  with  some  concern,  but  the 
site  suggested  is  only  one  of  several  considered  and  more 
preliminary  investigation  has  to  be  done  before  a decision  is 
made.  Depopulation  is  always  a threat  in  a rural  area  such  as 
Bellingham,  but  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  countryside  it 
is  perhaps  sufficient  achievement  that  the  population  is 
maintained  so  well.  Wider  opportunities  for  the  employment 
of  young  people  should  however  be  offered.  The  building  of 
an  advance  factory  in  Bellingham  is  being  considered,  and 
the  establishment  of  even  one  light  industry  would  do  some 
good  and  might  lead  to  further  industrial  development. 

The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  at  5,020,  a reduc- 
tion of  100.  The  loss  of  population  has  been  gradual,  but  has 
continued  from  year  to  year,  and  is  difficult  to  halt,  It  is 
regrettable  that  much  of  the  loss  is  in  young  people,  who  find 
better  opportunities  elsewhere.  The  birth  rate  was  higher 
than  average,  being  17.9  per  1,000  when  adjusted.  There  were 
80  births  against  56  deaths  and  the  balance  is  much  more 
favourable  than  in  1967.  For  the  first  time  on  record,  there 
were  no  deaths  in  infancy,  and  no  still  births.  The  general 
death  rate  is  close  to  the  national  average,  and  of  56  deaths 
only  eight  took  place  at  less  than  65,  whilst  thirty  two  were 
over  75.  The  causes  of  death  are  now  listed  in  a new  classific- 
ation with  65  headings  as  against  36,  and  while  this  allows 
more  precise  definition  it  means  that  exact  comparison  with 


previous  years  is  not  possible.  The  main  causes  of  death, 
however,  remain  diseases  of  the  hear*  and  circulation, 
followed  by  cancer. 

The  new  Infectious  Disease  Regulations  came  into  oper- 
ation on  1st  October,  1968,  and  changed  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases.  They  did  not  however  affect  the  returns  for  the  year, 
which  were  limited  to  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  ten  cases  of 
measles  and  one  case  of  erysipelas.  The  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  sporadic  and  mild,  and  presented  no  problem  in  control. 
Measles  was  not  widespread  and  with  the  availability  of 
protective  vaccine,  may  well  become  uncommon.  No  case  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year.  These  few  returns 
indicate  the  extent  to  which  improved  housing  and  sanitation, 
improved  general  health  and  the  use  of  protective  vaccines 
in  children,  have  reduced  infectious  disease.  Routine  im- 
munisation by  triple  vaccine  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough,  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  are 
well  received  and  widely  accepted,  and  credit  is  due  to  the 
excellent  child  welfare  service  operating  at  times  under 
difficult  conditions. 

As  is  to  be  expected  from  the  general  description  of  the 
District,  little  development  took  place  during  the  year. 
Initial  steps  were  taken  to  provide  a further  20  houses  at 
Otterburn,  while  the  building  of  a few  more  houses  at  Kirk- 
whelpington  was  agreed.  It  was  accepted  that  more  houses 
are  required  in  Wark,  but  suitable  land  has  not  yet  been 
acquired.  No  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and 
only  5 houses  were  built  privately.  Improvement  grants  were 
fewer  in  number  at  ten  discretionary  and  eight  standard 
grants,  but  this  may  well  be  accounted  for  by  the  prospect  of 
more  substantial  contribution  for  improvements  in  the  near 
future. 

The  greater  part  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  Newcastle  & 
Gateshead  Water  Company,  as  statutory  water  undertakers, 
with  mains  water  of  a satisfactory  quality  and  quantity,  not 
unduly  plumbo-solvent  but  rather  low  in  natural  fluoride. 
Almost  all  the  sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  Company,  and 
where  necessary  they  undertake  remedial  measures.  The  few 
private  and  proposed  supplies  remain  the  responsibility  of 
the  Council,  and  sampling  of  these  is  undertaken  by  the 
Health  Department.  Advice  and  help  are  given  where  the 
result  of  investigation  is  unsatisfactory.  The  private  supply 
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provided  by  the  Forestry  Commission  to  Whickhope  became 
unsatisfactory  during  the  year,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
advise  the  users  to  boil  drinking  water  for  a time,  but  after 
remedial  treatment  at  the  source,  the  results  of  sampling 
were  again  satisfactory. 

Much  has  been  done  of  recent  years  to  improve  sanit- 
ation, and  it  can  fairly  be  said  that  the  arrangements  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  are  adequate. 
The  small  scheme  for  East  Woodburn  was  begun  during 
1968,  and  the  inclusion  of  properties  south  of  the  river  into 
the  West  Woodburn  treatment  works  was  put  forward  to  the 
Consulting  Engineer. 

The  Councillors  continue  their  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Department  and  I appreciate  their  support  and  encourage- 
ment. The  Clerk  and  other  officials  are  due  my  thanks  for 
their  co-operation  and  the  staff  for  their  efficiency.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December, 
1968,  was  1,782  of  which  233  are  owned  by  the  Local  Author- 
ity. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £68 5 8s.  9d. 
The  rateable  value  is  £168,952. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is 
maintained.  In.  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is 
available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in 
such  a large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service  was 
discontinued  much  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  allow 
patients  to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers 
and  children  to  attend  clinics,  but  the  use  of  the  service 
appears  to  have  stabilised  now. 

Since  1961  a call  house  has  been  established  at  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  ambulance  depot  in  Bellingham,  at 
which  requests  for  the  ambulance  car  service  are  received. 
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Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  in  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district, 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work 
in  harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and 
do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Byrness,  Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diph- 
theria is  carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners.

Where  analyses  have  proved  unsatisfactory,  follow-up 
samples  have  been  taken  and  technical  advice  given  on 
problems  arising  from  collection  and  storage  and  possible 
sources  of  pollution.

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HOUSING 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958,  as  amended  by  the 
House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959,  Housing  Act  1961 

and  Housing  Act  1964 

Works  of  improvement  on  10  dwellinghouses  were  made 
during  the  year  by  Discretionary  grants.  The  improvements 
to  such  properties  were  made  possible  by  financial  assistance, 
including  the  provision  to  each  house  of  a bathroom,  hot  and 
cold  water  system,  Inside  w.c.,  and  a drainage  system  with 
means  of  sewage  disposal. 

8 applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  Stand- 
ard grants. 

It  is  worth  recording  that,  to  date,  the  total  number  of 
houses  approved  for  grant-aid  since  the  inception  of  the 
scheme  is  305  (Discretionary),  44  (Standard  Grants). 

Although  many  properties  are  ‘ ripe  ’ for  improvement, 
owners  have  deferred  making  application  for  grant-aid 
pending  new  legislation  and  possibly  more  attractive  financial 
assistance.

Consideration  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  the 
replacement  of  existing  refuse  vehicles,  some  6 years  old. 
Increasing  coverage  of  new  properties  and  long  haulage  to 
tipping  points  would  indicate  renewal  by  “ packer  ” type 
vehicles,  in  line  with  the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on 
Refuse  Collection.  Such  would  provide  a more  dustless 
efficient  service,  greater  carrying  capacity  and  less  journeys 
to  tipping  points. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  new  tipping  points  in  the 
North  Tyne  area,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  Falstone, 
but  at  the  moment  this  is  unresolved. 
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Over  the  years,  complaints  have  been  voiced  concerning 
the  tip  at  West  Woodburn  adjoining  the  A. 68  highway.  The 
Council  have  agreed  to  a new  road  at  the  base  of  the  quarry 
(in  the  course  of  construction)  which  should  prove  a more 
satisfactory  access  and  mitigate  the  nuisance  of  paper  being 
blown  over  the  fells.
